In  other  news,  we've  hired  a  new  Production  Director,  Jon  Brian  Peterson,  and  we  have  high  hopes 
that  he's  the  trainer  and  teacher  we  need  to  recruit  and  enable  a  new  generation  of  volunteer 
engineers  to  operate  the  new  production  studio. 

Over  the  next  four  months,  our  broadcasts  will  be  punctuated  by  the  occasional  sounds  of  a  new 
construction  project  taking  place  on  the  second  floor  of  our  building.  While  the  Pacifies 
Foundation  is  footing  the  bill  to  relocate  their  archives  upstairs,  KPFK  will  benefit  too.  We'll  get 
increased  electrical  capacity,  wheelchair-accessible  bathrooms  on  the  first  floor  and  a  fire 
detection  system.  Please  forgive  the  noise,  and  if  you  visit,  the  inconvenience  of  the  projecL  We're 
still  here  for  you  and  we're  working  closely  with  the  general  contractor  to  minimize  the  impacts 
of  the  construction.  Our  experience  with  him  so  far  indicates  thai  he  is  a  believer  in  Murphy's  Law 
(what  can  go  wrong  will  go  wrong)  and  a  problem  solver,  wilh  that  caveat  in  mind.
